In cases 
where a physician can show another 
book Is necessary in his practice, an 
additional book will be furnished In 
the discretion of the director or com* 
mlssloner. 

Suit to test Mr. Comba' power to 
limit the number or prescriptions that 
may be Issued was brought in Federal 
rourt here by Dr. (leorge F Simpson, 
or Louisville, nnd will come up In the 
Lexington term of Federal court on 
June 8. 

Kererring to a recent published 
statement thnl the "sky Is the limit" In 
the number of prescriptions thai may 
be Issued. Mr. Combs atated that the 
limit falls far beneath thai

had used one or two hooks would be 
allowed unother one, but that this 
should be used sparingly. Those who 
had used three books were not to he 
allowed any more at that time, hut It
